hereby authorized to construct and maintain a ceirmre:0:1

described as the north half of the northwest quarter 
of section ten, township number twenty-seven, 
range eleven east; said dam to be constructed for 
hydraulic and manufacturing purposes, and for 
the purpose of facilitating the driving, of logs and 
timber down said stream; said dam may be built 
to a sufficient bight to raise a head of water not 
to exceed fourteen feet above low water mark;
